Honor, Obedi- 
ence,and Defence.For the magiſtrats,ar(as 
they arer!ghtly termed by Homer)the Guides 
Leaders,8 Norybers of the pevple, T hey are,as / 


Plato calleth them) Sauonrs _ & PÞre- + 
ſeruers of the people, They are as Ariſtotle ſairh 
«linyngc lar, and the law without them «» 
ahumbe and dead maziſtracy. So that the magi 
ſtrat beinge the life of the law,% the law the 
life of the common wealth, in the ſaferie of 
the magiſtrat muſt needes confilt the fafetie 
of the common wealth, This ſeemes to me 
to have bene the cauſe,that the comon lawes 
of this realme, haue ordained greiuous pu 
niſhments for ſuch as ſhould indaunger the 
lines of principall magiſtracs. As 2 5_Edw.3, 
Ir is layed downe, that ifa man ſlayethe L. 
Chauncellor,L. Treaſerer, Taſtices of ei 
bench, luſtices in Oyer, Iuſtices of affiſe,or 
Juſtices aſſigned to heare and determine,be 
inge in their place doinge there office, that 
ſuch offence is Treaſon. If then theire hath 
Ar, bene 
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bene and ought to be {o great care and pro 
nicence for the preſeruation and iatety e of 
theſe inferiour magiſtiats in reſpect, how 
much more ſhould there be in the eſtabliſh 


- ingof the ſafetie and ſecurnie of the ſupert- 


ourpower & moſt ſupreame ragilitacy e, 
from whoſe throne and eſtate all other au- 
thorityes are deriued, and by v hole privati- 
on they be all extinguiſhed, Such is the caus 
we now deale with, even the dr fence, pre- 
ſeruation,and ſafetie,of your molt ms 
Maieſtie: A princſle of ſuch peerleſnes and 
ſ.ngularity, asmeriteth no lefle to be regar= 
ded of all men for priuat ſingularity e, than 
honored for publike function, For if the 
force and ſtrength of vertue be ſuch, that 
the onely ſhewe and ſhadow of it bath that 
merueilous and magnerticall attrattion, that 
it draweth vnto it the kartes and mindes of 


infinite people, as plainlye appeareth in the 


auntient nobles both Girreekes & Rowaines 


who wantinge the true knowledge of God 


(from whoſe divine maieſtic all vertues Coe 
proceed as from the fountayne & to whoſe 
glorye they ought all to be direted as to 
the final! ſcope) had in them rater forme 
and figure thanany matter cf ſubſtance of 
true yertue: What incxplicable effeRes doth 
pure 
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pure, perfet, and ſincere vertue bringe to 
be = being adorned with the true know= 
edge of God, ſettled in a ſear molt royall in 
the eyes and ſight of at nations to the won=y 
der and adiniration of the world, to thefin- 
gular benfite of ſundrye countryes, to the 
toye of the godly, an4 to the prayle honor, 
and glorie of God. T hele thinges appearin 

molt plainlye in your Maielties mo —— 
perſon, cannot but draw vnto it molt effec 
tually,the harres and myndes of al good and 
vertunus,who to their ineſtimable 10y2 doe 
confelle and acknowledge your highnes: for 
the rarel(t princeſſe in the worl1: & the life 
and /ight of your land, and for the (acre 4 
fountayne(next vnder Cod) of a'/ there fe!i 
city: (o farr exceeding the auncient princes 
before mentioned, as true vertue doth the 
counterfeite, and as farr as endlelle g/orye 
perpetuated by et-rnitye: ſurpaſſethperiſh- 
ing fame,conſumed by tyme. They traue/ed 
for their owne g/ory which was falſe, fading 
and momentary, your Maieltie ſeekingthe 
e/orye of God, ſhall aſluredly be crowned 
with eterna/l glory. But to enter into rehecar 
{a/of your en moſt fingu/ar ornaments 
of mynde and body, of arteand nature, of ' 
grace & fortune, | mane not, nor may nt, 
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Itis todeepe aſea for me to wade in: too 
large a Feildfor me to walke in. Therefore, 
ſyth therof ſpeake as I ought, I cannor: as [ 
can, I vi/Inot, Asin the one I acknowledge 
it my weaknes and imbecilitie, ſo in the 0+ 
ther I am lead by diſcretion and iudement, 
For im the re{plendeny of your excellency, 
vayne were it in me,& frivelous(in vttering 
my {lenCcer conceipt)to light as it were a can 
dle to diſcouer the Sunne, But whatſoever 
we can,let vs doe it in your ſeruice:whatſoc- 
uer we may,let vs deviſe tor your ſafetye. 

The ſatetye of your Maieltie doth moſt 
conſiſt in preſervation of your moſt royall 
perſon, and of your eſtat, | 

Your perſon and eſtat are beſt preſerved 
by cuttivge of che perils that would moſt an 
noy them. T he eſtate of your highnes is a 
free monarchy,a ſoueraigne & abſolute po- 
wer;and authorirve inſtituted andordai ned 
of God:for the defence of the good and pu- 
niſhment of the evill, and for the Boucrn=- 
ment of all in pietve 2nd Juſtice. 

This vour ſoueraigne ef'at is dangerouſly 
impeached with the perill of your perſon 
by the indeuovur to bring in the tirannve, 
ſoperiorirve, and fupremacve of a foraigne 
Prelat: whoſe riches in times pall,harh bene 
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our ponertye: whoſe puilaunce, our terror: 
whote Joarine our ERrtion. Theſe are 
they that loath manna and long for the 
flcſhpors of Egipt, that love the rongueof 
the Caldics better than the language of Ca- 
naan: that madded with mallice, or bly nded 
with error, take $ odom tor $10nsg and Þabcll 
for Ieruſ'em Of theſe people we are to 0b- 
ſerue two things. The ence whereat they 
ſhocr,and the meane they vie to obtayne to 
that ende. 

1 he ende for which they would advaunce 
their tiranny,is,that thereby they o_ en- 
ioy their Ire and hill alters that thereby 
they might honor agayne the whole huſt of 
heaven,and that therby they might returne 
= to their ſuperſtious Idulatrye & blaſ- 
phemous religion. 

The meanes wherby they would accom- 
pliſh it,is, the death of your MEitie,& the 
ere {ing of a favouring ſucceſſor, wherevnto 
tend all their deviſes. This is their drift and 
pra iſe whyle there remaineth in them any 
iparke of hope to attayne to this end or any 
conceipt ( I will not ſay of prcbabilitye) but 
of poſſibilitye ro atct.ive ir. whar law ſocuer 
we make ro puniſh them, they will flillper= 
fiſt in their pernitious praiiies, and your 
mateſtie 


Maicſties moſt ſacred perſon ſhall ill re- 
mayne in perill, But if your Maieſtie cut of 
their hope, and mace it aparently impollt= 
ble for their teligion ever to take place in 
this realme,their indeuor will forchwith ſur 
ceaſe,the ſtate willbe clere from their deut- 


es, and your Maieltie free4 from danger, 


The only way in myne opinion to extin« 
aiſh heir Bitpes an] thereby their pra 2i - 
ts, and ſo» conſequently the perill of your 
malt ſacre] perſon, is, to eſtabliſh a firms 
continuance & perpetuatis of the ſub'tance 
a1 | ſinceritye of do:trine now profelle4 in 
this realme, which me thinkes is ſealtble:an\ 
15 to be danae by generall lawes, by generall 
I-ag1e,and by generalloth. To which en4 it 
woul.| be ena ted that all gentlemen, Ma- 
itrats,and poTellioners within this realme 
all tae the och of aſſociation, for the de- 
fe1ce an gJp-ruation of religion now pub 
lIiquelye proteſed within this realme, An4 
that the oth of {u premacy be miniſtred with 
like a 1+tion to all men generally within this 
tealne.from the aos of 16. yeares vpwards, 
rvice every yeare,by the Maiors and gouer 
Ners of citttes,townes, and corporations,an 4 
by tevartes an other officers in mannaors 
and Lord hips ia their countryes, aa "_— 
cetes 


leetes & law dayes.And if they refuſe to en« 
tcr into (uch league or oth, that every ſuch 
perſon ſt aibe holden and reputed as ta 
ed,and ſhalbe thereby difabled to beare any 
©tlice cr authoritye in this common weakh, 
and ſhall aiſo be bound to his good behaui- 
our, ſequeſtred from ail his armourand wea 
pons,an4 (it he be poſſeſſed of lances within 
this realme)ſhall y earely pay vifto your Na 
ieſtie the fourth part thereof This payne & 
ſuch others as your Maieſtie ſhall like of ro 
indure,duringe his cbſtanacic, and ypon his 
conformitye to cea{e. 

By this meanes,their hope being taken a= 
way, I make no doubt but their practiſe will . 
end. Butſo long as their hope endureth, 
they will never give over their deuliſh at 
tempts.If Prutus had not hoped to ſer Rome 
at liberty, he had never con{pired the death 
ofCesar. IfPhocas had not hoped to obtayne 
the imperiall dignitye, he had not ſlayve his 
maſter Mauritvs, It the papiſts hoped not 
toeſtabliſh heere their Ml 5.109 they would 
not pratti'e the death of vour Maieſtie. The 
let vs put them our of all hope,leſt they put 
vs out of all helpe, For moſt true is that ſay 
ing of Flutarch In ſacin:riſes lenitas eſt in bo* 
ns cudeolitas, ,

courle is dangerous: and that vnder pretece 


of remedyiny a future peril, it draweth vpo 


vsa preient milcheite. 1he harme that there 
by i to be doubted, is, from the papiſts, If 
tron them, 1t is either by exaſperatyng their 
will, or by increalinge their power. I her 
will cannot be worle im this their extreame 
diſcontepment. Nothinge can be added ta 
thire mallice whether your Mateſtic behold 
eth the heador they members(it (o gratious 
an eye. may behold fo vile an obte:t) yow 
ſhall eaſily diſcouer their ſpyre & rancor to 
be already in the highelt degree. The Pope 
f our highnes his flame 
and thunderboltes ol excommunication full 
of falſhood and fury, of bitternes and ignoe 
miny. His will theirin hath bene to depriae 
our Maieſtie of your eſtate, gouerment, 
ife,crowne, and dignity, He hath praQtiſed 
to draw vnto himlelfe fauorers & followers 
withi our realme: to diſcharge your ſubiets 
of Jduety aud aleageance they owe vnto you 
to withdraw them from your obeydience, 
an] to draw them vnto his. 
To this end he ſent, firſt his Agnos Der,

But it wiſe perhaps obietted, that this 
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zext his bulls, threats, and excommunicati 
ons,as the fire of his turie. And now lait of 
all(if cuer his practiſes will haue end) rheir 
Iſuits and Semmary Preiſtes the molt fine & 
ſubtle Brokers ot Babilon, By theſe meanes 
he hath ſturred tumultes in your land. He 
hath allured your lubeictes to diſloialtie, & 
induced ſome to attuall rebellion, & ſome 
partes he hath inuaded with his forces: The

Yea, but 
ſome of them acknowledge yow to be for 
their lawful! ſoueraigne,and haue both ſpok 
en & written very honorablie of your moſt 
rare & ſingular excellencies,what then? ſhall

gLuler vertues, but then eſpecially when they 
perſwade ſome point of their religion, or in 
ueigh againſt ſome noblen:en that are about 
yow, mixing theire gall with honie that it 
may the rather be receaued: and mingling 
their falſhood with yeritir, that it may the 
ſooner be beleeued.

For,the pa piſts of 
eſtat: conceiuing great brittlenes an: vncer 
taintie in the courle of this preſent gouern=- 
ment which he ſuppoſeth cannat longe laſt, 
for that he delireth to has his /ummum by 
nM perdurable,he will not haſlard it in this 
preſent, but will now laye his foundation 
long before,to inioyit in the future, To that 
endhe willnow be a fa1ourer to papiſtes of 
religion:he will releiue ſome of them that be 
molt famous or rather moſt infamous on 
this ſide and beyond the ſeaes: he will giue 
ſome token of preſent diſcontentment: he 
will incur the diſpleaſure of ſome great man 
of the eſtate that fauoureth the contrarie, 
and he will doe whatſoeuer els may make 
him a man of note, whereby he may notably 
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be accepted of in the future, 

The proteſtant of eſtate (thinklnge it 
teadious to rarric, and frutleſle. to trult ro 
dead mens ſhooes,) relolueth to talt of the 
prel(3t lweete,8 offereth his ſeruice in molt 
datifull ſorte vnto your maiteſtie, frameth 
hinſelfe ynto the time, aflocyaterh himlclte 
with {ach as are protelrantes of religion, in 
ſinuateth himſelte into the fauour of ſome 
oreat man that is tauourer thereof, hopeth 
ro actaine wealth, reputation and authoritic 
therby, & herewich becometh a ſeruiceable 
member of the eſtat, though as yet no true 
member of the charch. But for that he {ub- 
mitteth himlelte vnto the externall motives 
itis to be hoped thatin time he wilbe in- 
wardly and effeQtually calied, and ſo made 
a member of the milticall boy of Chriſt: for 
out of theſe gentiles is gathered the lirae!! 
of God:and as the dilpare of the future and 
hope of the preſent producerh proteltants 
of eſtat,ſo diſpayre of the preſent & hope of 
the future producerh papits of eſtate. Now 
if the hope of the future be taken away, and 
a'l meanes vſed for the perpetuation of the 
preſent, there is no douht hurt all papiſts of 
eſtate will bezcom* proteſtants of eſtate.

Now when it ſhall appeare vnro theny, that 
by your Maieſties deceaſe, no private or 
ublique vtilitie to them,or to their church 
ſhall accruw,(by meanes of thys law )it ſhalbe 
a repercuiliue to all their pratiles: which, 
being bur an effect of their hope,by this fru- 
ſtrating thereof, will cleane be extinguiſhed.

The eſtat of your [ubieRts being brought 
this paſſe .it is 1a your mateltie* by a bet» 

ter learned and more painfull minittery.and
